P.ipal  territorial  ac(|iii.sitioii.s  hcnan 
cliiring  tlie  reign  of  St.  Zacharius 
(circa  7.50  .\.D.)  wlio  received  a  gift 
ol  land  Iroin  the  Bvzantiiie  Kmpire. 
Tlie.se  holdings  nere  greatly  enlarged 
as  a  result  of  the  close  friendship  of 
•Adrian  I  and  Charlemagne,  who  se¬ 
cured  for  tlie  Papacy  the  duchies  of 
Spoleto  and  Benevento,  as  well  as 
Wnice.  Parma.  Istria.  and  Corsica. 

The  first  papal  coins  were  issued 
In'  Adrian  (T2i2-79.5)  under  the  au¬ 
thority  granted  him  as  a  result  of  in¬ 
creased  temporal  |.s)wer.s.  although 
tokens  used  as  money  were  issued  hv 
St.  Gregory  III  during  a  coinage 
shortage  forty  years  earlier.  Charle¬ 
magne  was  much  concerned  h\-  the 
confusing  and  usually  debased  coin¬ 
age  .systems  then  in  use,  and  tried  to 
establish  a  uniform  .system.  Undoubt¬ 
edly,  this  concern  was  influential  in 
the  issuance  by  .Adrian  of  the  first 
papal  coins. 

In  1871.  the  papal  states— which  at 
one  time  coyered  more  than  16.000 
stpiare  miles— became  a  part  of  Italy. 
The  present  sovereign  state  of  Vati¬ 
can-covering  an  area  of  109  .srpiare 
miles— was  formed  by  the  Lateral! 
Treaty  in  1929.  The  centuries  lead¬ 
ing  up  to  this  last  unification  were 
turbulent— occasionally  tbere  were 
several  \ears  between  popes  and, 
more  than  once,  there  were  two  (and 
sometimes  three!)  who  claimed  the 
title.  The  unrecognized  claimants  al- 
.so  issued  coins  (and  wouldn’t  that  be 
and  interesting  series  to  collect?). 

The  po|!cs  were  forced  to  flee 
Borne  and  rule  from  .Avignoir,  France 
■  hiring  the  Babylonian  Captiyity 
(l.f09-1378).  Diiriiig  the  Great 
.Schism  (1 378-1  117)  one  |V)i>e  ruled 


in  Home  and  anolhei-ihe  anti-i>ope 
or  pretender-in  .Ayignon.  Martin  V. 
who  became  pojx'  in  1117.  is  reim-rn- 
beri'd.  historically,  for  having  re- 
.gained  the  stales  of  the  church,  and. 
numismaticalK',  for  having  issued 
the  first  papal  medal.  His  tenure  also 
marked  the  beginning  of  continuous 
coinage  which  lasted  nirtil  the  reign 
of  Pius  IX.  Paiail  authority  to  coin 
money  was  taken  over  bv  the  Homan 
Republic  during  part  of  1849.  but 
was  resumed  until  1869.  when  it 
ceased  entirely  except  for  a  few  pat¬ 
terns.  The  next  (rapal  coins  were  the 
1929  issues  of  Vatican  Gily.  which 
has  issued  coins  continuously  since 
that  year. 

Early  papal  coins  often  used  the 
jrope’s  monogr.im.  and  are  more  his¬ 
toric  than  artistic,  'niere  are  no  coins 
extant  for  many  psrpes.  For  some, 
probably  none  was  issued,  but  for 
oihrrs,  it  seems  likely  that  many 
were  lost  or  destroyed  during  the  up¬ 
heavals  of  the  Middle  .Ages;  this 
would  account  for  the  ab.sence  of  ex¬ 
amples  in  today’s  collections.  Is.sues 
'veie  spoi'adic  until  1099.  when  coins 
were  issued  under  the  Homan  .Senate. 

The  first  ye;ir  of  Jubilee  was  pro¬ 
claimed  in  1300  by  Honif.ice  \’III. 
On  this  occasion,  papal  coinage  was 
resumed,  although  the  first  Jubilee 
coins  didn’t  api>ear  until  1  1.50  under 
N’ickolas  A’.  In  the  Homan  Galholic 
(dmi'ch,  a  year  of  Jubilee  is  held  ev¬ 
ery  twenty-five  years,  duriitg  which 
year  remission  for  sins  may  be  obtain¬ 
ed  under  ceil.iin  eonditions.  The 
most  commonb'  used  symbol  on  Ju¬ 
bilee  coins  is  the  Porta  .Sauela.  or 
Holy  Door,  which  is  poitr.iyed  some¬ 
times  closed,  sometimes  partially 
open,  sometimes  lM“ing  brokt'ii  dowi\ 
bv  the  pojn';  but  alw.iys  to  Ik-  w.dled 
up  again  at  the  end  of  the  war.  and 
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not  to  lie  re-opoiu'cl  for  another 
<|nart(  r  centniy. 

The  sih'er  sciulo  of  Clement  X  is- 
siuhI  in  1675  is  t\  pical  of  the  Jnhileo 
coins.  f)n  the  olnerse  are  the  papal 
arms  within  the  inscriptoin  CI.FM- 
EN.S  X  FONT  M  \X.  The  reverse 
sliows  the  Holy  Door  hein^  opened; 
on  a  coniice  over  the  door  at  St. 
Peter’s  is  the  inscription  DII.IGIT 
nWS  PORT.XS  SION  (The  Lord  has 
loved  the  Cates  of  Zion.)  In  the  ex- 
erene  on  the  re\ers(*  is  the  date 
MOL.XXV  separated  hy  the  arms  of 
Monsiynor  Ciowmni  Battista  Costa- 
Cnti. 

Dnrins  the  interrei’imm  between 
the  de;ith  of  one  iv)i>e  and  the  as- 
ei'ssion  of  another,  the  papal  cham- 
lierlain  (camerleinio)  takes  eharpe  of 
coinapn  thus  creating  another  in- 
terestinu  series  for  the  numismatist. 
The'e  coins  are  called  "Sede  Vaca- 
;mte."  ;ind  nsnallv  show  the  arms  of 
the  camerlensjo  on  the  obverse,  and 
on  the  reverse,  a  radiant  dove  with 
some  reference  to  the  Holy  Spirit. 
The  dove  sinnifies  [Teaee,  but  nsnallv 
is  used  as  a  sicn  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
on  Sede  \'acante  coins,  and  often  is 
accomp;inied  by  a  prayer  for  i^iid- 
ance  in  selecting  a  new  pope. 

Ts  trieal  is  the  Sede  \’acante  Scndo 
<f  '676  which  be. irs  on  the  reverse 
the  de\c  surrounded  bv  the  inscrip- 
te  n  nVBtTl’B  VOBIS  P.AI!  .\CLE- 
TCS  (The  Holy  Spirit  will  be  given 
\'on)  all  above  the  arms  of  C;irdinal 
Irni'-eri.de  dividing  the  word  ROM.A. 
The  obverse  shows  the  arms  of  the 
camerlengo.  Cardinal  P.dnzzi-.Mtieri, 
disolaved  on  a  cross  of  the  Order  of 
Malta  .ind  snrmonnted  by  tw'o  keys 
in  saltire  and  umbrella. 

The  first  Sede  A’acantc  coins  were 
issued  in  1370.  and  the  first  constant 
ii'e  of  denominations  as  \mder  Bene- 
dii't  Xl\'  about  17.50.  Beginning  in 
1869.  the  denominations  n.sed  are  the 
same  as  those  of  Italy:  .soldo,  cent- 
esimo,  and  lira. 


It  wonid  be  impossible  to  ap- 
]irr‘ei.ite  the  bill  beauty  and  mean¬ 
ing  ol  th.esi*  coins  without  some 
knowledge  of  the  symbolism  used. 
I'o  cover  the  wide  Held  of  fliristi.m 
symbolism  alone  would  require  sev¬ 
eral  large  volumes.  However,  Joheph 
Coffin,  in  his  excellent  volume.  Coins 
of  the  Poix'S.  has  explained  many  of 
the  more  common  ss  inbols.  Some  aji- 
pear  on  coins  of  all  countries  in  all 
ages  and,  interestingly  enough,  the 
same  svmbol  often  acquires  different 
interpretations  from  the  dilferent 
countries  and  religions  which  ha\e 
used  it. 

'll  outstanding  example  of  this  is 
'he  fani’l’ar  ssanbol  of  a  fish,  known 
to  represent  Christianity  from  the 
days  of  the  .Airoslles.  However,  the 
Chinese  used  the  fish  as  the  symbol 
of  the  eye  of  Buddha,  and  two  fish 
as  the  .symbol  of  abundance. 

rhe  use  ol  Christian  ssmbolism 
on  coinage  dates  back  to  the  reign 
of  the  ( mperor  Constantine  in  812 
.•\.n.  It  is  said  that  Constantine  on 
the  night  before  his  greatest  victory, 
saw  in  the  sk\'  a  cross  with  the  in¬ 
scription  IN  hoc;  .SICNO  VINCiKS 
(Bv  this  sign  thou  shalt  conipier). 
This  inscription  probably  h.is  been 
used  by  ruler  more  freqiienllv  than 
any  other  since  that  time.  I. .iter  em- 
yierors  also  r-loselv  followed  Constan¬ 
tine  ill  his  use  of  the  familiar  s\'m- 
bols  of  a  cross  snrmonnting  a  globe, 
a  cross  on  a  standard,  and  the  chris- 
mon. 

The  cross  n  mains  the  most  niean- 
ingfiil  and  supreme  symbol  of 
fihristian  f.iith,  signifying  belief  and 
redemption.  There  are  seven  I'.Tiiiei- 
pal  types  of  crosses,  the  most  fami¬ 
liar  of  which  is  the  Latin  cross  seen 
on  so  many  churches  today.  Others 
include  the  X-shaped  cross  of  ,St. 
Andrew,  the  Greek  cross  -  which  has 
four  equal  limbs  -  and  the  Celtic 
cross,  which  has  its  arms  connected 
bv  a  circle.

Whaf  Can  Be  Done?

One  Inindrecl  tliousand  per  week, 
five  million  dollars  per  year.  This  is 
whiit  is  lost  to  collectors,  deali'rs  and 
investors  through  rohheries.  Inir- 
slaries.  car  liijackinii  and  petty 
theft.  Two  percent  may  he  recover¬ 
ed. 

Who  is  ahsorhini'  this  tremendous 
([uantity  of  coins? 

What  methods  are  u.sed  to  steal 
this  manv  coins? 

What  can  he  done  to  protect  your 
coins  from  being  stolen? 

In  1960,  we  were  totally  wiped 
out  in  a  burglary  -  no  instirance,  no 
rccoverv.  In  recent  months,  good 
friends  have  lost  everything  through 
hurglarv  or  hijacking  of  their  cars. 

There  is  someone,  a  group  or  a 
syndicate  that  is  large  enough  to 
fence  millions  of  dollars  yearly  in 
rare  coins  with  none  of  these  coins 
apirarentlv  showing  up  on  the  mar¬ 
ket.  Could  this  he  you?  No!  You  or 
vour  friends  are  buying  coins  from 
some  dealer  or  \est-pocket  ]ieddler 
who  is  huving  from  the  thief  for  10c 
on  the  dollar.  .So  you  are  absorbing 
this  quantity. 

Fverx-  day  a  collector  or  dealer 
drives  to  a  coin  show  to  display  his 
coins.  While  he  is  at  the  show,  the 
car  is  parked  in  the  hotel  garage  with 
the  kev  in  it.  llie  key  is  “borrowed” 
long  enough  to  get  a  dime-store  dup¬ 
licate.  then  returned.  The  exhibitor 
drives  back  home  Sunday  night,  stops 
at  a  restaurant  to  eat.  Six  hours  later 
the  car  is  found  in  a  vacant  lot 

empty  .  .\  collector’s  family  goes 

for  a  Sunday  drive.  .A  burglar  watch¬ 
ing  their  home  can  now  "walk  in 

S 


and  clear  out  their  life-long  collec¬ 
tion  in  .30  minutes . At  a  coin  show 

three  people  approach  a  dealer’s 
table.  Two  of  them  ask  to  see  the 
black  notebook  of  junk  at  one  end  of 
the  table,  while  the  third  man 
“selects"  a  $.1  gold  |riece  from  the 
CN'LOfiKEl)  showcase  at  the  other 
end  ....  The  attach<‘  case  th.it  "disa|> 
pi-ars”  from  next  to  vour  chair  during 
coffee  with  the  boys  ....  To  say  no¬ 
thing  about  the  armed  robbery  in 
your  home  while  von  are  working  on 
your  collection. 

With  proper  prevention,  you  can  en- 
jov  your  coins  with  almost  no  chance 
of  theft.  If  you  keep  your  coins  at 
home,  a  simple  cure  can  be  used.  For 
under  $100  (chea]i  if  yon  have  the 
average  $2,000  holding)  you  can  have 
a  local  burglar  alarm  companv  to- 
tallv  wire  a  closet  or  dresser  making 
it  a  “vault”  with  a  loud  bell  on  the 
side  of  your  house  nearest  to  your 
neighbors. 

When  traveling  to  a  show,  take 
someone  with  yon  to  sit  with  the  car 
when  you  have  to  get  out.  Eat  only 
at  restaurants  where  you  can  park 
directiv  next  to  a  large  window 
where  von  will  sit.  If  you  travel  of¬ 
ten.  get  a  DOUBLE  alann  system 
wired  to  your  car  indei«’ndent  of  the 
car  batteries.  .A  time  lock  can  also 
be  installed  cheaply.  Do  not  indicate 
that  the  car  is  wired.  The  surprise 
may  help  catch  a  thief.  If  you  are 
like  most  (icople.  you  want  to  keep 
vour  coins  at  home  where  von  can 
look  at  them  and  appreciate  them. 
This  is  fine  but  vou  cant  have  vour 
cake  and  eat  it  too,  (unless)  you  h.ave 
clear  photos  t.iken  of  your  ke\'  and 
rare  coins  and  put  s.iid  coins  into  a 
safe-deposit  box  at  x'our  b.uik.  Tire 
photos,  with  your  lower  prieed  coins

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C.  C.  LIBERTY  COIN  CLUB'S 
SHOW  THROUGH  JUDGES'  EYES

A  "first"  ill  Texas,  tlie  Liberty 
Coin  Chill’s  October  29-'30  show  in 
Cor|.iis  Cliristi,  deserves  .some  detail¬ 
ed  explanation  to  enable  other  chibs 
to  adopt  this  vastly  improved  pro¬ 
cedure  for  makiii):  awards  to  exhibi¬ 
tors. 

You  miebt,  to  beoin  with,  review 
the  old  method  of  liandliiiii  exhibits. 
Under  the  old  method,  there’d  be  S 
to  12  cateuories  or  classes  of  exhibits. 
.•\s  examples,  let’s  look  at  just  two 
cateuories,  sav  "I’nited  States  Sib'er 
Coins’  and  “Foreign  Coins"  after 
A  D.” 

Let’s  sav  there  were  six  woiider- 
fnllv  and  beaiitifullv  executed.  f|uite 
complete  displays  in  the  “Foreiaii 
Coins  after  MOt)  A.D."  category. 
Under  the  old  awards  procedure, 
onlv  one  of  those  superb  exbibits 
would  cet  a  first,  one  a  second,  and 
one  a  third  place  award. 

Let’s  sav  there  were  onlv  three  dis¬ 
plays  in  the  "U  S  Siber  Coins”  cate¬ 
gory  .  .  .and  that  all  three  of  those 
exhibits  were  very  poor,  sloppily 
tlirowiMtofrethcT  di.S|.'lays.  Vet  un¬ 
der  the  old  system  of  awards,  those 
three  sloppv  displays  also  would  get 
a  first,  a  .second  and  a  third  place 
award. 

In  all  fairness,  why  should  the 
"least  poor”  exhibit  in  that  “US'  Silver 
Coins”  category  outrank  any  ex¬ 
cellent  exhibit  in  anv  other  category? 
Merely  because  an  excellent  exhibit 
happened  to  find  itsell  in  a  cateilory 
blessed  with  top-flight  comfietition. 
as  in  the  “Foreign  Coins  after  1400 
.A.n.”  illustration  given  above? 

The  Liberty  Coin  Club  remedied 
that  inerjuity.  which  remedy  I  hope 
all  shows  .  .  .including  A.N..’\.  ...  will 
u.se  henceforth. 


THF  IMl’BOVKD  I’BOCF-OUBK 

In  the  improved  pTocedure.  each 
display  is  judged  against  all  the  other 
competitive  exhibits  in  the  show. 

The  display  with  the  highest  num¬ 
ber  of  points  receives  "best-iu-show” 
award. 

The  next  six  highest-scoring  exhi¬ 
bits  .  .  .  regardless  of  category  .  .  re¬ 
ceive  "outstaudiug  exhibit”  awards. 
It’s  possible  that  all  such  six  could 
come  from  a  single  category,  or 
from  just  one  or  two,  or  three,  or 
lour  categories. 

The  second  six  highest  scorers  re¬ 
ceive  "superior  exhibit”  awards. 
.•\gain,  the  question  of  category  plays 
no  nart.  It's  just  the  points  earned  bv 
each  individual  e.xhibit. 

.■\iul  the  third  six  Ingest  scores  get 
“meritorious  exhibt”  awards. 

In  jilaiu  English,  the  nineteen  best 
exhibits  of  the  entire  show  are  re¬ 
warded  for  their  excellence  .  .  .and 
not  for  “Lady  Luck"  having  dro]iped 
them  into  a  category  of  weak  conii'x'- 
lition. 

I  low,  then,  can  an  exhibitor  learn 
how  he  fared  in  relation  to  the  other 
exhibitors  in  his  category? 

Bv  three  ways.  One,  suppose  he 
received  a  “meritorious  exhibit" 
award.  Ill*  knows  then  that,  in  the 
entire  show,  there  were  at  least  lA 
displavs  which  ranked  higher  than 
did  bis.  He  looks  at  the  other  dis¬ 
plays  in  his  category.  If  he  .sees  a 
“superior  exhibit”  award  on  one  of 
the  other  exhibits  in  his  category,  but 
no  other  awards  (except  his  own  “me¬ 
ritorious  exhibit")  in  his  category,  he 
knows  that  his  exhibit  was  second  in 
his  categorv. 

The  second  wav  he  learned  how  he 
fared  at  the  Libertv  Coin  Show  was 
be  receiving  .  .  .immediately  after  the 
awards  were  announced  .  .  .  bis  own 
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sforiiig  sliect.  whk-Ii  tolil  him  exactly 
linw  lie  fareil  in  Niimisinalic  liifonn- 
atirin.  in  Xeatncss.  in  Completeness, 
etc.  Ry  comiiariini  his  scorini;  witli 
the  scorings  of  tlic  show’s  winners.  .  . 
and  with  the  other  displays  in  his 
own  category  .  .  .he  knew  exactly 
wherein  liis  exhihit  was  weak,  and 
thus  conld  pi. in  to  strengthen  his  dis¬ 
play  for  the  next  show. 

The  third  and  Rest  wav  (which  I.i- 
herty  Coin  Clnh  plans  to  furnish 
next  year)  is  that  which  was  intro¬ 
duced  first  in  the  lhS..\.  hy  The 
Greater  Houston  Coin  Chih's  1966 
Money  show,  and  again  used  by  the 
RCD.Vs  1966  show.  Fach  cxhihitoTs 
scoring  sheet  also  lists  the  iniints 
scored  bv  the  best-in-show  displas’, 
and  the  points  scored  by  the  best-in- 
his-category  exhibit.  That  added  in- 
fonnation.  on  one  sheet  of  paper,  is 
mighty  helpful  to  the  exhibitor  who 
wants  to  know,  “Ilow  can  I  improve 
mv  display  for  the  next  show':''’  Right 
then  and  there  he  can  find  his  an¬ 
swer  by  comparing  his  displas’  with 
the  winning  exhibits.

•At  Corpus  Christi,  and  at  Chi¬ 
cago’s  many  an  exhibit  lost 

precious  points  becan.se  of  the  title 
on  the  display. 

On  the  indges’  .scoring  sheets  there 
ain-ears  “COMPLETEXE.SS  OF  M.V- 
TERI.VL  EXHIBITED”  (Range, 
scope,  and  \ariety  of  coxerage  to 
convey  themel  .  ..  1-5  maximum 

points.” 

M.iny  displays  conld  have  received 
those  bo  points  if  only  the  exhibitor 
h.id  given  his  display  an  accurate 
title.  .And  many  a  display  has  missed 
best-in-show  award  by  only  two  or 
three  points 

HERE’.S  WHY 

For  example,  if  \<iur  exhibit  title 
is  "Coins  of  France,”  in  order  to 
gi\e  yon  tbe  maximum  jviints  for 
completeness,  the  judges  must  sec  in 


xonr  display  e\ery  coin  e\er  minted 
in  France. 

If.  however,  yonr  title  is  "France’s 
Coins  of  the  Twentieth  Century.” 
then  for  maximnm  points  for  com- 
P'leteness,  the  jnd.ges  would  expect  to 
see  only  all  of  France’s  coins  minted 
since  1899. 

As  another  example,  on  exhibitor 
had  a  bcaiitifnily  complete  di.s]ilav  of 
all  the  cnriently  minted  coins  of 
•Asia.  H.id  he  titled  his  exhibit  "Cnr- 
reltx-minted  Coins  of  .Asia,”  he’d 
have  receixi'd  maximum  iioints  for 
comiileteness.  However,  he  titled  his 
display  "Coins  of  .Asia,”  and  thus 
lost  heavily  hecanse,  to  award  him 
maximum  points  for  completeness, 
the  judges  were  entitled  to  exix-ct  to 
see  in  his  display  every  coin  ever 
minted  in  .Asia.

In  the  event  that  your  coins  are 
stolen,  clear  jihotos  or  slidi-s  of  your 
best  coins  can  he  used  to  identify 
YOUR  coin.  Even  a  proof  will  base  a 
tinv  Haw  or  abnormality  that  a  good 
photo  will  bring  out.  If  you  lo.se  your 
coins,  yon  will  naturally  call  the  po¬ 
lice,  but  on  vonr  own  make  an  in- 
sentorv  to  send  to  local  dealers,  coin 
associations  and  the  E.B.l.
